President Pins Gold Medal On 
First Woman Honored By 
Geographic Society. 


Washington, 
June 
22 
(AP)--- 
Praising Amelia 
Ear hart Putnam 
for her solo conquest of the Atlan­ 
tic. President Hoover Tuesday night 
formally enrolled her in a select 
circle of geographic pioneers. 
The chief executive presented her 
with the first gold medal of the Na­ 
tional 
Geographic 
society 
ever 
awarded to a woman. 
While Mrs. 
Putnam 
responded 
modestly, a 
notable audience 
of 
diplomats 
and 
statemen, 
high­ 
ranking army and navy officers, and 
civilians looked on. 
Cited For “Splendid Courage'* 
President Hoover cited her 
for 
“splendid courage and skill,*’ mod­ 
esty and good humor, and “ability 
to 
accomplish the 
most difficult 
tasks that she set herself to do.’’ 
“All these things combine,’’ 
he 
said, "to place her in spirit with 
the 
great 
pioneering 
women 
to 
whom every generation of Ameri­ 
cans has looked up, with adm ira­ 
tion for their firmness of will, their 
strength of 
character 
and their 
cheerful spirit of comradeship in 
the work of the world. 
Says Nation Is Proud Of Her 
“Tile nation is proud that an 
American women should be the first 
woman in history to fly an airplane 
across the Atlantic ocean. As their 
spokesman. I take pride and pleasure 
in conferring this rarely bestowed 
medal of the National Geographic 
society upon Mrs. Amelia Earhart 
Putnam." 
Mrs. Putnam, terming her feat 
“primarily a gesture of personal sat­ 
isfaction, which really added noth­ 
ing to aviation,” responded with 
thanks and 
modest 
remark that 
“tile appreciation of the deed is out 
of proportion to the deed itself.’’ 
“I belie,ve regular transatlantic 
air service is inevitably coming.” she 
said. “How soon depends on many 
factors, perhaps chief of which is 
airplane design. 
"I shall be happy if my small ex­ 
ploit has drawn attention to the 
fact that women are flying, too.”

Now is the season to view Penn­ 
sylvania's most ornamental ever­ 
green shrub, the rhododendron, in 
Its full blooming glory, according to 
John W. Keller, deputy secretary of 
the 
department 
of 
forests 
and 
waters, who has received reports of 
the early appearance of its flower 
I rom various parts of the state. 
Unlike 
the 
common 
mountain 
laurel, which grows naturally 
in 
great profusion along highways, the 
rhododendon is a shrub of the wild­ 
woods. 
The place to find it in its 
greatest beauty is in the mountain­ 
ous section* of the state and along 
the borders of swamps and near 
streams, where it often spreads over 
extensive areas forming 
unpene­ 
trable jungle* of great beauty. 
Although the mountain laurel and 
rlxxlockndroii belong to the same 
botanical family, explained Keller, 
it is simple lo distinguish one from 
Hie other. The leaves of Hie rhodo­ 
dendron are usually twice as lung as 
those pf the laurel and its flowers 
•re ordinarily of a deep rose or I 
purplish color, whereas those of the 
laurel are pink or white. Its sonor­ 
ous name is derived from the Greek 
which means “rose tree.” 
There are ten kinds of rhododen­ 
dron native to North America, but 
only one to Pennsylvania which is 
the 
rhododendron maximum. 
Al­ 
though the rhododendron is found 
naturally throughout the state, it is 
most abundant in the Pocono* of 
northeastern Pennsylvania and ini 
the so-called Black forest region of 
north-central 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
extensive 
rhodod ndron 
tlockets 
within the state forests are often 
the home of many wild animals, 
particularly deer,

planes and the total prohibition of 
all bombardments from the air. 
Reduction in tile treaty number 
and tonnage of all battleships by, 
one-third. 
Reduction in the treaty tonnage 
of aircraft 
carriers, 
cruisers and 
destroyers by one-fourth and

submarines by 
one-third with no 
nation to have 
more than 
35,000 
tons of submersibles.

Warning against the danger of 
types of fireworks ordinarily used 
in the celebration of the Fourth of 
July.

tetanus, 
commonly called lockjaw, as a re­ 
sult of wounds received in the use, 
or abuse, of blank cartridges, high 
explosive firecrackers and other de­ 
vices for 
noise 
making. 
Is very 
great, and urged greater caution. 
Stating th at tetanus is a defi­ 
nitely preventable disease. Dr Ap­ 
pel has instructed Roy G. Miller, 
chief of the biological division, to 
supply the state distributors with 
an increased stock of tetanus anti­ 
toxin. 
Physicians, when called in 
such emergency cases, will find a 
supply at the offices of the nearest 
state distributor.

wealth.

Lowering The Barriers 
To put fires back in those factory 
furnaces, to re-employ the millions 
of workmen made Jobless by the 
island kingdom’s diminishing im­ 
portance aa an exporter of manu­ 
factured goods, the delegation will 
be willing to make almost any con­ 
cession. 
The price which probably will be 
exacted of them will be the drop­ 
ping of newly erected tariff barriers, 
insofar as they affect agricultural 
produce of the dominions. In re­ 
turn, the dominions will be expect­ 


ed to lower their own tariff barriers 
against British manufacturers. 
To start smoke pouring forth once 
more from those idle chimneys, the 
dominions must put British manu­ 
factured goods on store counters 
at a distinct price advantage over 
manufactures of other nations— 
particularly the United States. 
Visualize Economic Unit 
Of the empire it has been said: 
"The sun never sets 
on 
British 
soil.” It stretches round the world. 
It covers more than a quarter of 
the world’s land surface. Its popu­ 
lation is 450.000.000 a fifth of the 
world’s total. The trade of the em­ 
pire in 1929 was estimated at 28.2 
per cent of the world’s total. 
Yet no part of the empire is self- 
contained. 
Each is dependent upon 
overseas markets. Great Britain’s 
exports of manufactured goods are 


a vital necessity upon which the 
livelihood of the British people de­ 
pends. Conversely, the Dominions, 
India and the Crown Colonies, to 
prosper, must export their agricul­ 
tural and mineral products. 
In theory, each in dependent 
upon the other; together they form 
an economic suit. But in practice 
it is far different—South Africans 
drive automobiles 
from 
Detroit; 
Canadians use 
Pennsylvania iron 
and steel; 
Indians wear Japanese 
woven textiles; Britons eat Danish 
bacon, bread from South American 
wheat, beef from the pampas of the 
Argentine. 
In 1929 the overseas empire im­ 
ported altogether three billion dol­ 
lars worth of manufactured goods; 
but of this great total only $1,350.- 
000,000 came from the mother coun­ 
try. British industry could have 
supplied 
another 
$1,250,000,000 
worth, or all except $400,000,000. 
T h e $1,250,000,000 Prize 
It is that additional $1,250,000,000 
In busines that the delegation to 
Ottawa is going after. 
To Canada the motherland’s mes­ 
sage will be: 
"Buy our iron and 
steel and manufactured products 
and we'll purchase your wheat, your 
lumber and your meat.” 
To Australia: "Bu> our manufac­ 
tures, and we ll try to ase more of 
your wheat, meat, wool and dairy’ 
produce.” 
To New Zealand: 
"Buy British 
and we’ll eat less Danish butter and 
bacon, and more of yours." 
To South Africa: "Buy our farm

and

we’ll put South African fruits on 
our breakfact tables."

Can It Be Done? 
Tile skeptics claim it can’t be 
done. They say Whitehall and Ot­ 
tawa are playing with fire in at­ 
tempting to rearrange the world 
markets by artificial means.

results will be. they aver, increased 
food costs in the island kingdom 
and loss of valuable markets. 
The optimists say it can be done, 
and envisage an empire bound more 
closely by mutual economic inter­ 
ests that it was ever bound by the 
political ties which vanished a few 
months ago with the Statute of 
Westminster.

The B ritish am ateur golf cham ­ 
pionship, says George Duncan, 
is 
the hardest sporting event in th e 
world for the favorite to win. T his 
dictum has been a good deal re ­ 
peated and not a little m isunder­ 
stood. 
As often stated, the B ritish 
am ateur Is said to be the hardest 
sporting event, or perhaps the h a rd ­ 
est golf cvopt, in the world to win. 
And de% ters are always ready 
to take up the argum ent on the o th ­ 
er side by pointing out the 1931 
champion, Mr. Erie M artln-Sm ith 
-—who went out completely In the 
first round of the 1932 tournam ent 
—an d other players not a t all well 
known (at least In America) who 
have captured the B ritish am ateur 
crown, 
The trick in Mr D uncan’s opin­ 
ion Is the word favorite. 
If you 
fancy the Black Scot is not near 
the tru th you m ight run back over 
the list of these cham pionships for 
thirty or forty years and see how 
often a favorites nam e appears as 
champion—in the event you can re ­ 
member who were the favorites. 
However, you should not go back 
into the era in which John Ball won 
the 
am ateur crown eight 
times. 
H iis appears to refute Mr. D uncan's 
statem ent, or a t any rate to bring 
it down to modern times. 
Mr. Ball 
and Mr. Hilton were always fa­ 
vored. when they started. 
I really think George m eant th at 
the British am ateur lately has be­ 
come the toughest one for the fa ­ 
vorite to win; for in the last decade 
I do not recall more th an one out­ 
standing favorite as winner. 
T hat 
was Bobby Jones in 1930. 


Following his 
recent announce­ 
m ent th a t present economic condi­ 
tions have brought about need for 
certain revisions of the Edmonds

These activities are centered in 
the efforts of six com mittees of the 
commission for the stury of edu­ 
cational problems in Pennsylvania 
and its executive committee which 
m et in H arrisburg this week to re ­ 
view 
reports 
of 
the 
commission 
groups. T he commission was set 
up a year ago by Dr. Rule immedi­ 
ately following his appointm ent as 
state superintendent. 
Some of the 
committees 
have 
held 
m eetings 
each m onth during the past school 
year, and their aim is to present a 
definite ten-year program of edu­ 
cational procedure for Pennsylva­ 
nia, something entirely new in the 
state’s public education History. 
O utstanding educators from every 
■action of the state m ake up the 
commission study commit* ^es. 
Rep­ 
resentatives of the State School Di­ 
rectors* association, taxpayers' as­ 
sociations and num erous other civ­ 
ic and business orcimizaUons in ter­ 
ested in education are included in 
the personnel. Dr. Rule has asked 
for comm ittee recom m endations as 
a basis for studying requirem ents 
for the 1933 educational legislative 
program. 
Objective* Of Program 
The im m ediate objectives of the 
studies being conducted under the 
Ten-Y ear Program of Educational 
Development in Pennsylvania are: 
I. To reduce school costs so as 
to meet the current financial situa­ 
tion adequately and constructively 
and a t the same tim e to preserve 


the equity which the future citi­ 
zens of the commonwealth have in 
their present 
educational 
oppor­ 
tunity. 
2. To discover and develop lines J 
of adm inistration which will pre­ 
serve these economies in school ad ­ 
m inistration and conserve the edu­ 
cational equities of oncoming gen­ 
erations. 
Seek Economy M easures 
The comm ittee on school finance, 
headed by Dr. LeRoy A. King, of 
the School of Education, University 
of Pennsylvania, is the group to 
which Dr. Rule looks for assistance 
in solving m uch of th e problem of 
economy. 
W orking in close h a r­ 
mony w ith this group is the com­ 
mission’s 
com m ittee 
on 
teacher 
preparation, of which Dr. Albert 
Lindsay Rowland, president of the 
State T eachers'college at Shippens­ 
burg. 
Is 
chairm an. T heir recom­ 
m endations for changes in th e Ed­ 
monds act and any other economy 
m easure 
will be 
translated into 
legislative bills by a com m ittee on 
recodification of 
school Laws, 
of 
which Dr. Francis B. Haas, presi­ 
dent of the State Teachers’ college 
at Bloomsburg, is chairm an. 
Desirable D ecentralisation 
Another 
im portant 
commission 
group th a t has devoted m uch a t­ 
tention to w hat is expected to prove 
a m ajor school economy and ef­ 
ficiency m easure is the committee 
on local unit of school adm inistra­ 
tion. 
T heir 
projected plan 
calls 
for the merging of present small, 
inefficient 
units 
into 
com munity 
districts, w ith these in tu rn form ­ 
ing 
large 
adm inistrative 
school 
units 
which m ight 
even 
overlap 
county lines, resulting in greater lo­ 
cal responsibility and Increased and 
m uch needed economies in adm in­ 
istration. 
Dr. Rule describes this 
as “a long step toward a desirable 
decentralisation of the adm inistra­ 
tion of Pennsylvania public schools." 
Dr. J, H. Mlnnick, dean of the 
School of Education a t tile U niver­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, is chairm an 
of 
a 
com m ittee on 
the guiding 
principles of education. T heir re ­ 
sponsibility in forming the ten-year 
program is to determ ine educational 
valuse and needs and to establish 
definite objectives in public educa­ 
tion. 
Closely related to this group is a 
com m ittee on instructional program 
and 
procedure, 
headed 
by 
Dr. 
Charles E. 
Dickey, superintendent 


of Allegheny county schools! Their 
object is to put into effect, in the 
form, of a public school* prog ram , the 
recom m endations o f all o th e r com­ 
m ittees. 
Their findings will m ean 
much to the efficiency of school op­ 
eration th a t will go h a n d in hand 
with the projected econom y pro­ 
gram. 
In announcing his desire for Ed­ 
m onds act revisions D r. Rule said 
they will be planned "to bring pub­ 
lic school costs in line w ith re­ 
duced costs of living, a n d to make 
m andatory provisions of the 
act 
m ore flexible." 
He 
also declared 
th a t 
recommended 
adjustm ents 
“will be in 
keeping w ith 
current 
costs, but with due regard for the 
continuance of 
existing standards 
of teacher 
qualifications, and 
for 
progressively increasing these stand­ 
ards so th a t there can be no pos­ 
sible reduction in th e quality of in­ 
struction th a t our boys ant!
